Supreme Court flags lowered to 
half suff.

mourned the sudden death of 
77-year-old retired Justice Tom 
Clark in New York 
The UU, genial Texan appar 
enUy died in his sleep in the 
apartment of his son Ramsey 
early Monday, almost IO years 
to Ute day from the date of his 
retirement from the high court 
Funeral 
arrangements 
have 
been delayed pending Ramsey 
Clark’s return from London. 
Clark had been helping out at 
federal district and appellate 
courts around the country at no 
extra compensation other than 
his continuing Supreme Court 
salary He was at work in his 
chambers 
here last Saturday 
preparing for cases in the 2nd 
Circuit. 
In a rare appearance before 
television cameras, Burger said 
Clark “finished his career the 
way he wanted to — as a 
Westerner, with his boots on, in 
a figurative sense." 
Clark, 
who 
stepped 
down 
after 18 years on the Supreme 
Court so his son could take over 
as U.S. attorney general, was 
the only judge to have served 
in all ll federal circuits 
Clark 
was

Variance Granted 
Zoning Board Clears 
Way For Kroger Store 


The constriction of a new 
Kroger store on Water Street, rn 
Rushville, took a step closer to 
becoming a reality Monday night 
when the Rush County Board of 
Zoning granted developers.

Slows Justice 


i M in e rtv Hie N ew s E x a m in e r» 
Warren K Burger, chief justice 
at the United States, has uttered 
one of the moat quotable quotes of 
the year so far 
Speaking at an American Bar 
Association 
conference 
at 
Columbia Law School the other 
day. he warned that unless new 
substitutes 
are 
devised 
for 
traditional 
courtroom 
pro 
endures and 
done 
rather 
quickly —"we may well be on our 
way lo a society overrun by hordes 
at lawyers hungry as locusts 
competing with each other and 
brigades of Midges never before

Americans filing suits against 
each other at the drop of a tort 
Some observers of the nation’s 
legal system would object that he

The traditional liberal defense 
of 
pornography 
defends 
free 
speech but its latent function is to 
exalt destructive sexuality, The 
indications at this latent function 
are (I) liberals seldom manage 
to 
praise 
the 
fully 
formed 
sexuality of a permanent union in 
marriage and (2) liberals seldom 
get around to noticing that almost 
all 
pornography 
shows 
deep 
hostility toward women 
Since I count myself a liberal, 
perhaps I may make a different 
case The morality of sexual life 
springs surely, from its mature, 
complete ideal About this, we do 
not have to guess, but we do have 
to read between the lines 
Fven those who celebrate other 
forms 
of 
sexual 
expression 
commonly pay quiet tribute to 
married love 
They praise all 
other 
forms of dalliance 
for 
sharing in its qualities 
They 
praise the love of two who have 
become one; whose bond is both 
"forever” (the favorite word in all 
romances) and 
‘honest," i.e., 
thoroughly realistic, embracing 
each of the day’s twenty-four 
hours, and not only the moments 
of honey. "They will write at our 
generation," 
the 
philosopher 
Albert Camus once wrote: " ‘They 
fornicated, and they read the 
papers " He also wrote that to 
imagine 
that 
another 
person 
might love one truly is happiness 
too great for a human being 
It is, however, a happiness that 
many share It is worth protec­ 
ting. with fidelity The symbol of 
married sexual love is powerful. 
Two bodies do, tangibly, become 
one This symbol is stronger than 
any set of words. To use it 
dishonestly is worse than a mere 
lie 
(Lying, 
like infidelity, 
is 
frequent.) The price of infidelity is 
cynicism. What can the symbol 
possibly mean, after too much 
casual use? How can anyone long 
believe in the possibility of an 
abiding love, if the bees keep 
buzzing? 
One hardly ever sees or hears 
among sophisticated 
people a 
defense of fidelity in marriage. 
Yet married love commands, by 
its structure, an acceptance of one 
person by another, day after day.

relationship" is by no means a 
matter of sweetness and light. 
Furies and 
hatreds

Sexual love in the context of 
marriage is perfectly expressive 
It signifies that two have become 
one, that each has seen the worst 
in the other, and in the self, 
forgiven and been forgiven; that 
this communion is permanent, so 
far as human beings can make it 
permanent; that all aspects of 
personality and all conditions of 
life are absorbed within 
this 
symbol’s power Dante once wrote 
of "the Love that moves the sun 
and alt the stars." It also moves 
the humble tides of daily life. 
Married love is connected to the 
rhythms of the universe It is a 
centered act. 


But of course the human being 
loves deviance, too. AU good 
things are regularly distorted. 
Like freaks in the circus, love in 
pornographic form fascinates the 
healthy psyche The human being 
hates liberty, resents the full 
demands of acting like a person to 
another 
person. 
“Hell," 
said 
another philosopher, "is other 
people” To be involved with 
another is to be subject to claims, 
demands, needs, responsibilities. 
These do not take away our 


liberty, but call it into exercise 
We often loathe such exercise 
It is so much easier to lavish 
affection upon dogs, cats, horses. 
or even pet boas, than upon 
another adult. Adults demand to 
be accepted as they are Much 
easier to “relate" to pets Or to 
objects. 
Thus the deep attraction of 
pornography 
Doing things 
to 
things "No persons need apply ” 
A macabre dance of objects, 
stripped of liberty, personality, 
and reasonableness, In such a 
dance, moreover, the male of the 
species is almost invariably the 
central agent, and the things done 
enslave the female. Pornography 
is 
the 
male’s 
revenge 
upon 
civilization, a weapon for striking 
women, Not that women do not 
appreciate pornography, 
many 
do. Not that there are not female 
forms of pornography; there are. 
But in a world in which persons 
are reduced to pets or objects, not 
much brilliance is required to see 
which sex is more likely to be 
demeaned, injured, humiliated, 
and punished, most of the time.
